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NEW INFORMATION ON THE NORTH ATLANTIC MYXOSPORIDIAE FAUNA

SUMMARY 

Having examined a collection of myxosporidians the authors describe 3 new species: Lep- 
totheca quadritaenia from the gall bladder of Epigonus telescopus, the only representative of the 
•species which has 2 long ribbon-shaped appendages on the tops of the valves, Leptotheca simplex 
from the urinary bladder of Hippoglossus hippoglossus, Trilospora minuta from the gall bladder 
of Coryphaenoides rupestris. The latter relates to the Trilosporidae Schulman, 1959, family from 
which the only one species T. californica Noble, 1939, was known.
